Tht Treaty of WasbiDgten 



Ab was prediotod in those columns, 
the Treaty of WaBhington baa mot with 
univerBal dlBfavonr thronghoul the Dorn- 
iniOQ of Cauada. With the exception 
offlihoil — which, a3 it uow appears, 
was inoluded in the free iiat — the toxt 
of the Treaty, as pabliahod in Canada, 
ia labstantially the same as that whioh 
we were ODablod to lay before our rea- 
deriBjBTeral weeks ago. It it), of coursn, 
that part of the Treaty bearing apoa 
the fiBb^ry qnestion. which has aroused 
Canadian oppoiaitioQ and indigaation; 
and if it tnrns out that Sir John A 
Haodonald, from whose presence on the 
CommitiBion Canada expected bo mncb, 
ooDSentod to saoh a disposition oi 
that all important qaestion, all 
. bia well earned popularity uand bis long 
and valuable aervioes to hie ooantry 
may not anfiSce to shield 'lim from tlic 
coneeqaenccB of public diafavor. Sir 
John aoked thai Iho verdict ol vmblio 
opinion might not be pronounced uniil 
he bad an opportunity ot being beard ; 
and wesiDOerely hope that ho will bao" 
eeed in placing bimself right wiili tiie 
country be has eerved so well for a 
quarter ot'a century ; bat wo greuily 
mietake the temper of Canada if any 
explanation will reconcile her to the 
bartering away of ao magnificent and 
Rn valnfthlfl ft iierilago for bo Vf ry qiios- 
tionable and mercenary an equivalent.
